PITTSBURGH (IP - Allegheny 
River floodwater lapped the fring­ 
es of Pittsburgh’s Golden Triangle 
today and poured a flood crest in­ 
to the Ohio River toward West Vir­ 
ginia and Ohio riverside commun­ 
ities. 
River forecasters said the Alle­ 
gheny, finally receding from its 
flood rampage upstream in north­ 
western Pennsylvania and western 
New York, today would hit a high 
of 27 feet, 2 feet'over Hood stage. 
But only slight damage was ex­ 
pected and residents of this steel- 
rich 
metropolis 
regarded 
their 
flooding rivers more as a curiosity 
than a threat. 
The Allegheny had boiled over 
its banks for "more than 200 miles j 
along its upper reaches in 
New 
York and Pennsylvania, leaving 2 
persons dead and driving some 
3.000 persons from their homes. 
Warren, Pa., near the New York 
State line, and Salamanca, N. Y ,

At Warren, where water swirled 
six feet deep through half

town and forced 2,000 persons to

But only one main high­ 
way remained completely open in­ 
to the virtually marooned town of 
15.000 residents, experiencing their 
worst flood in history.

Frequently the scaled letter re­ 
questing that a person return for 
his second x ray means merely 
that there was some technical im ­ 
perfection in the first film.
